A Cirodte Which Gives General 


Information Concerning It, 


Seattle. Ausc. 3.— I. A. Nadeau, the 


general agent of the Northern Pacific 
has prepared a circular concerning the 
Klondike district The circular is full 
of Information, and is In part as fol- 
lows: 


"Tfiore are two established routes 


Into the Klondike country. One is via 
the ocean to St. Michael's, thence vis 
steamer up the Yukon to Dawson City 
The mouth of the Tukon river is 
GC 


miles from St Michael's, and the dis- 
tance from St. Michael's to Klondike 
is 2.CCO miles. The facilities on the 
Yukon con.c'st of two stern-wheel 
steamers bclrnging to the Alaska Com- 
mercial cttiipany, and the steamers P. 
B. Weare. J. J. Healy, of the Nortt> 
American Transportation and Trading 
company, asid a third boat, the C. H 
Hamilton, of the latter company, whicfc 
is expected to be ready in a couple of 
weeks. The Yukon is shallow in places 
ana it is impracticable to operate anj 
Bteamers having a draught of more 
than 4% feet. 


"The other route, and the one which 


will be principally traveled, is from 
Dyea, over the trail via Chilooot Pass 
to Lake Linderman, thence through the 
chain of lakes which you will see or 
any Alaska map into Lewis river and 
down the Yukon to the Klondike. The 
route via Dyea is by steamer from 
Seattle running direct to Dyea, where 
they pack over Chilcoot to Lake Lin- 
derman, at which place they build boats 
usually 22 to 24 feet Ions and W2 to 6 
feet wide, which are taken through the 
lakes, while the provisions have to be 
packed over two short portages, one 
one ^id a half miles and one of about 
three-quarters of a mile, while the boat 
is taken through the small 
streams. 


The distance from Seattle to Janeau 
is 339 miles, Juneau to Dyea 96 miles, 
and Dyea to Dawson City 604 miles. 


"The gold streak is anywhere from 


eight to thirty feet from the surface, 
and is reached by sinking a shaft from 
two to three feet wide and six feet long 
down to the pay streak. Sinking this 
ehaft and working the pay streak are 
'inaile difficult from the fact that from 
the surface to the deepest depth that 
has yet been reached the ground Is 
perpetually frozen and a process of fir- 
ing in order to thaw out the ground is 
employed. A brush and wood fire Is 
built in the bottom of the Shaft, which, 
burning all night, thaws out the ground 
from eight to fourteen inches. The 
gravel is shoveled out during the day, 
and the operation is repeated until the 
desired depth is reached. The average 
progress in the shaft is from eight to 
fourteen inches per day. 
When the 


pay streak is reached they drift under 
the ground, which does not have to be 
supported by timbers on account of it8 
being perpetually frozen. The fire, In 
thawing out the pay streak, generates 
a very obnoxious gas, which, after the 
fire has burned out, must be expelled 
before work can be done. This is ac- 
complished by the use of bellows, fans 
and other devices. 


"The value of the pay streak varies 


from as high as a few cents per pan to 
as high as $545, as one miner took out 
a little over $1,000 in gold from two 
pans, and a miners' pan contains two 
shovelfuls of dirt, so you can realize 
the richness of some of this ground. 
The gold is coarse, very little flour 
gold exists, and it runs largely to nug- 
gets. The value of the gold is about 
$17 per ounce, 1200 per pound. Th° 
summers are short and winters long 
and weather severe, the thermometer 
registering as low as 70 degrees below 
zero. There is very little wind, how- 
ever, and such low temperature is 
somewhat unusual. The great plagues 
in that section during the summer are 
the mosquitoes 
and gnats, 
which 


swarm in great numbers and are ex- 
ceedingly vicious, compelling people 
who are at all susceptible to insect 
polsor.ing. and in fact nearly every one. 
to wear nets to protect their faces and 
gloves to protect their hands. 


"It is estimated that there win be no 


less than 50.000 people, exclusive of ex- 
cursionists:, going into Alaska next 
yprijij; or the early summer. The time 
required in making the inland trip is 
as follows: Seattle to Dyea, five to 
w-ven days: Dyea across Chilkoot Pass 
t«> Lake Linderman, ten days; to con- 
struct a boat at Lake Linderman. and 
make the trip via. the lakes nnd rivers 
to Daxrson City, rt-quircs about 24 days. 
Via tit- Mao!*:;* 2s route the time re- 
quired is a? follows: Seattle to St. 
Michaels. 34 day?; St Michaels to 
Dawson ClSy, al'^ut 21 days, with the 
possibility of waiting at St. Michaels 
for the up-river buuts."

The hills surrounding are said to be 
rich in gold and asphalt. It is the ex- 
pectation of the owners of the lake to 
take its products into the mining 
camps of northern Alaska whenever 
the waterways will permit. 


Women SaiJ For tbe Gold Fields. 
San Franrisco, Aug. 4.—The steamer 


Noyo sailed this morning with 140 pas- 
sengers for Dyea, Alaska. Of the pas- 
sengers booked 10 are women, who will 
make tbe Journey over U>e Chilcoot 
Pass to the Klondike gold fields. Two 
others ere Mayor A. C. Scott, of 
Springfield, Ills., and his son. Mayor 
Scott has resigned his office to seek his 
fortune in the frozen north. 


NON-UNIONIST KILLED. 


Bloodshed at Scottdale—Kew Men in 
Terror. 


Seottdale. Aug. 2.—A. M. Cummlngs, 


the leader of the non-union men who 
came here from Apollo to break the 
strike at the Seoltdale iron and steel 
works, was shot and killed In a riot 
that occurred in front of the Commer- 
cial hotel. John Evans and James 
Dolff, two other non-union men, who 
were with him, were seriously wound* 
ed. Several strikers are supposed to 
have been shot, but their names are 
unknown. 


Curamings, Evans and Dolff entered 


the bar room of the Commercial house, 
where strikers were drinking. Cum- 
mings became involved in an argu- 
ment with them, and the bartender 
compelled them to go outside. On the 
porch one of the strikers called Cum- 
mings a vile name. Cummings drew 
a revolver. This was a signal for the 
other men to draw weapons. A num- 
ber of shots were fired and three of the 
men fell. 
Cummings was picked up 


and carried into the hotel, where he 
died in five minutes. The pounds of 
Dolff and Evans were about*'the legs. 
Both will probably recover. One of the 
strikers had to be helped away from 
the scene by his companions. The mill 
stands not far from where the shoot- 
ing occurred, and the men who were 
afraid to come out became panic strick- 
en when they heard the shooting. They 
rushed for the side gate, where they 
were met by the deputies who are 
guarding the plant and driven back 
with clubs and revolvers. 


TRAIN GOES THROUGH A BRIDGE 
Two Killed and Ten Injured In a 
Wreck Caused by a Washout. 


Denver, Aug. 4.—The fast flyer on 


the 
Kansas 
Pacific 
railway 
was 


wrecked at daylight yesterday morn- 
ing about 40 miles east of Denver. Two 
trainmen were killed outright and 10 
others were badly injured. 


The killed are John A. Ward, en- 


gineer, and W. B. Harrington, bag- 
gageman, both of Denver. 


The injured are Oscar Ingram, fire- 


man, W. H. Ran&n of Denver. J. E. 
Reid, Mrs. Fred Nash of Laramie, 
"Wyo., Mrs. C. E. Gravett of Blue 
Springs, Neb., Mrs. C- I* Hubbard of 
Abilene, Kas., W. B. B. Thornton of 
Chicago, L. Eckert of Seattle, Miss 
Minnie Edelmont and C. E. Goddard of 
Leavemvorth, Kas. 


The wreck was caused by a wash- 


out. 
The heavy rains of the night 


flooded the streams and carried out a 
portion of a small briage which spans 
Comanche creek, between Byers and 
Strasburg. The train was on time, and! 
was running along at the usual speed 
when approaching the point of acci- 
dent. 
Without warning the engine 


plunged into the abyss, followed by the 
mail and baggage cars, and other cars 
are piled abou,t in confusion. The en- 
gine was completely under water in 
almost the middle of the stream, and 
Engineer Ward was under it. Strange 
to say. the fireman escaped death. 
Both Pullman cars remained on the 
track, but the chair car was tipped up 
on end in the washout All the injured 
passengers will recover.

Information Concerning It, 


Seattle, Aurc. 3.—I. A. Nadeau, the 
general agent of the N orthern Pacific 
has prepared a circular concerning the 
Klondike district. The circular Is full 
of information, and is In p a rt as fol­ 
lows: 


•'There are two established route« 
Into the Klondike country. One Is via 
the ocean to St. Michael's, thence vio 
steam er up the Yukon to Dawson City 
The m outh of the Yukon river is G( 
miles from SL Michael's, and the dis­ 
tance from St. M ichael’s to Klondike 
is 2.0C0 miles. 
The facilities on 
the 
Yukon 
consist 
of 
two 
stern-wheel 
steam ers belonging to the A laska Com­ 
mercial ctwnpany, and the steam ers P. 
13. W eare, J. J. Healy, of the North 
American T ransportation and Trading 
company, and a third boat, the C. H. 
Hamilton, of the latter company, which 
is expected to be ready in a couple oi 
weeks. The Yukon is shallow in places 
and it is im practicable to operate any 
steam ers havintr a d rau g h t of more 
than 4Vj feet. 
% 


“The other route, and th e one which 
will be principally traveled, Is from 
Dyea, over the trail via Clilleoot P osf 
to Lake Linderm an, thence through the 
chain of lukes which you will see on 
any Alaska m ap into Lewis river and 
down the Yukon to the Klondike. The 
route via D yea is 
by steam er from 
Seattle running direct to Dyea, where 
they pack over Chilcoot to Lake Lin- 
derm an, at which place they build boats 
usually 22 to 24 feet Ions and 4Ms to 6 
feet wide, which are taken through the 
lakes, while the provisions have to be 
packed over two short portages, one 
one |^id a half miles and one of about 
three-quarters of a mile, while the boat 
is takon through the sm all 
stream s. 
The distance from Seattle to Janeau 
is 899 miles, Ju n eau to D yea 96 miles, 
and Dyea to Dawson City 604 miles. 


“The gold streak is anyw here from 
eight to th irty feet from th e surface, 
and Is reached by sinking a sh aft from 
two to three feet wide and six feet long 
down to the pay streak. 
Sinking this 
sh aft and w orking the pay streak are 
m ade difficult from the fact th a t from 
the surface to the deepest depth th a t 
has yet been reached the ground is 
perpetually frozen and a process of fir­ 
ing in order to thaw out the ground Is 
employed. 
A brush and wood fire is 
built in the bottom of the shaft, which, 
burning all night, thaw s out the ground 
from eight to fourteen inches. 
The 
gravel is shoveled out during the day, 
and the operation is repeated until the 
desired depth is reached. The average 
progress in the shaft is from eight to 
fourteen Inches per day. 
W hen the 
pay streak is reached they drift under 
the ground, which does not have to be 
supported by tim bers on account of its 
being perpetually frozen. 
The fire, in 
thaw ing out the pay streak, generates 
a very obnoxious gas, which, a fter the 
fire has burned out, m ust be expelled 
before w ork can be done. 
This is ac­ 
complished by the use of bellows, fans 
and other devices, 


“The value of the pay streak varies 
from as high as a few cents per pan to 
as high as $515, as one m iner took out 
a little over $1,000 in gold from two 
pans, and a miners* pan contains two 
shovelfuls of dirt, so you can realize 
the richness of some of this ground. 
The gold is coarse, very little flour 
gold exists, and it runs largely to nug­ 
gets. 
The value of the gold is about 
$17 per ounce, $200 per pound. 
Th* 
sum m ers are sh o rt and w inters long 
and w eather severe, the therm om eter 
registering as low as 70 degrees below 
zero. 
There is very little wind, how­ 
ever, 
and such low tem perature is 
som ew hat unusual. 
The g reat plagues 
in th a t section during tho sum m er are 
the 
m osquitoes 
and 
gnats, 
which 
swarm in g reat num bers and are ex­ 
ceedingly 
vicious, 
compelling 
people 
who are a t all susceptible to insect 
poisoning, and in fact nearly every one, 
to w ear nets to protect their faces and 
gloves to protect their hands. 


"It is estim ated th a t there will be no 
less th an 60,000 people, exclusive of ex­ 
cursionists, 
going into 
A laska noxt 
spring or the early sum m er. 
The time 
required in m aking the inland trip is 
as follows: 
Seattle to Dyea, five to 
seven days; D yea across Chilkoot P ass 
to Lake Linderm an, ten days; to con­ 
struct a boat a t Lake Linderm an, and 
m ake the trip via the lakes and rivers 
to Dawson City, requires about 24 days. 
Via St. Michaels rou},e the time re­ 
quired Is as follows: 
Seattle to St, 
Michaels, 14 days; 
St. 
Michaels to 
Dawson City, about 21 days, w ith the 
possibility of w aiting a t St. Michaels 
for the up-river boats.” 


A L ake of P e tro le u m In A laska.

Scottdale, Aug. 2.—A. M. Cummings, 
the leader of the non-union men who 
cam e here from Apollo to break the 
strike at the Scottdale iron and steel 
works, w as shot and killed in a riot 
th a t occurred In front of the Com m er­ 
cial hotel. 
John E v an s and Jam es 
Dolff, tw o other non-union men, who 
were w ith him, were seriously wound*- 
ed. 
Several strikers are supposed to 
have been shot, b u t their nam es are 
unknown, 


Cummings, E vans and Dolff entered 
the bar room of the Commercial house, 
w here strikers w ere drinking. 
Cum ­ 
m ings became involved in an a rg u ­ 
m ent w ith them, and the bartender 
compelled them to go outside. 
On the 
porch jone of the strikers called Cum­ 
m ings a vile name. 
Cummings drew 
a revolver. 
This w as a signal for the 
other men to draw weapons. A num ­ 
ber of shots were fired and three of the 
men fell. 
Cum m ings was picked up 
and carried into the hotel, where he 
died in five m inutes. 
The pounds of 
Dolff and E vans were about** the legs. 
Both will probably recover. One of the 
strikers had to be helppd aw ay from 
the scene by his companions. The mill 
stands not fa r from where the shoot­ 
ing occurred, and the men who were 
afraid to come out becam e panic strick­ 
en w hen they heard the chooting. They 
rushed for the side gate, where they 
were m et by the deputies who are 
guarding the plant and driven back 
w ith clubs and revolvers.

A DESERTION EPIDEMIC, 


WHEN 
SOLDIERS 
TOOK 
FRENCH 


LEAVE IN THE FEDERAL ARMY. 


At First the PiiiiinluncnU Wero Cotui<.,- 


Htively JLIjrlit, But Later the IJcatli 
Sentence 
Wn«i 
liilllctfd—A Solemn 


Scene—Why Men .Sometime* Deaertvd. 
"Do you ever recall the desertiou 


epidemic in the army?" 


"I do. They are among the sorrow- 


ful things connected with the war." 


Then we two fell to talking about 


desertion and punishment for the 
crime, writes J. A. Watrous in the 
Chicago Times-Herald. 


''When the desertion epidemic first 


put in an appearance the punishments 
were comparatively light, but later it 
became necessary to inflict the severest 
penalty—death. 
During the winter 


of 1863, when the severe punishments 
were decided upon, there were not 
many regiments exempt from deser- 
tions. 
Some of the deserters were 


overtaken and brought back within 
two or three days. Even at that time 
their punishment depended largely 
upon their former conduct as soldiers. 
Let me bring the matter right home. 
One morning in February we found 
that three popular men of our com- 
pany, who had faced death at Bull 
Run, 
South Mountain, Antietain and 


Fredericksburg, had deserted. A few 
days before they had had some trouble 
with two of the non-commissioned offi- 
cers and been punished. They deemed 
their treatment and punishment un- 
just and unbearable. Two of them re- 
itu-ned of their own accord within 
three months. 
The colonel, having 


knowledge of their former good con- 
duct in battle, interceded for them, 
and they escaped with the stoppage of 
a portion of their pay for several 
months. 
During the remainder of the 


war there were no better soldiers in 
the company. The third one was cap- 
tured and brought back at the end of 
seven months. He had escaped three 
great battles in that time. This count- 
ed against him. He was found guilty 
and sentenced to be shot. The same 
colonel, aided by other officers, made 
a gallant fight for the man's life and 
saved him. I never saw a more grate- 
ful person. 
At the end of his three 


years he re-enlisted, and was so valu- 
able during the last year of the war 
that he was given promotion from time 
to time until he became first sergeant, 
and was about to be recommended for 
a commission when Appomattox came." 


"Did you ever see a man shot for 


desertion?"' 


"Yes, several of them. The first 


one was a man of our brigade. He de- 
serted while we were near Fredericks- 
burg and joined the confederate army. 
A few weeks before we started for 
Gettysburg a confederate deserter 
reached the lines of another brigade 
and was placed under guard. 
A sol- 


dier of our brigade passing that way 
saw the confederate and was surprised 
to find that he was the man who had 
deserted from his company a few 
weeks before. Found guilty, he was 
sentenced to be shot. The 'day upon 
which he was to die we were on the 
way to ^ennsylvania to help fight the 
great deciding battle. The deserter 
was placed in an ambulance, by his 
coffin, that morning. At noon, after 
hard tack, pork and coffee, the brig- 
ade formed three lines of a square, 
when the deserter was marched from 
right to left of the line and seated 
upon the coffin. 
Twelve men were 


marched two or three rods from him.

"Keady, aim, fire I" The criminal fell 
back on his coffin, pierced by five or 
sis bullets.

"After the battle of Gettysburg, 


and when the Fifth Corps was camped 
near the Rappahannock River in Sep- 
tember, the whole command was 
formed on three sides of a square, the 
customary formation, and witnessed 
the shooting of five deserters. All of 
them were the class known as bounty 
jumpers. They had deserted several 
times; one of them five times. They 
were New Yorkers. A desperate effort 
had been made to save their lives. 
Several committees from the great 
city had waited upon President Lin- 
coln and pleaded for them. The wives 
and children of two of them visited 
the President, but Mr. Lincoln could 
not be moved. He had overlooked the 
offense in hundreds of instances, but 
the time had come when the discipline 
of .the army demanded the severest 


Such officers did not know how to treai 
their fellow men. Many'a self-respect- 
ing, independent man of brain and 
character could not bear the yoke, and 
in desperation deserted.

of the men of our regiment who de- 
serted I do not recall one who had not 
been in from one to twenty battles. 
They were not afraid to fight, but their 
manhood rebelled against the treat- 
ment that a manly man would not in- 
flict upon a dog.

Explosions in Warehouses. 


Mr. Charles T. Hill writes for St. 


Nicholas an article on "The Perils of 
a Fireman's Life." After speaking of 
the "back-draft," that is responsible 
for many deaths among firemen, Mr. 
Hill says: 


Another kind of back-draft that is 


greatly dreaded takes the form of an 
explosion, and is usually met with iu 
fires in storage-houses and large ware- 
houses that have been closed up tight 
for some time. 
A fire breaks out in 


such a building, and, as a rule, has 
been smoldering for some time before 
it is discovered. 
The firemen are 


summoned, and raising a ladder, they 
pry open an iron shutter or break in a 
door to get at the fire. The combustion 
going on within the 
building h&a 


generated a gas; and the moment the 
air gets to this, through the breaking 
open of the door or window, the mix- 
ture ignites. An explosion follows, 
and a portion or the whole of the front 
of the building is blown out. 
Several 


accidents of this kind have occurred 
in New York—one in a storage-ware- 
house in West Thirty-ninth street a 
few years ago, when the whole front 
was blown out, hurling the firemen 
from the ladders, and severely injur- 
ing.a lar^e number. Another accident 
of the same nature occurred shortly 
after this, in a large wholesale flour- 
warehouse down town. 
In this case 


it was supposed that particles of flour 
in the air inside the warehouse be- 
came ignited and exploded; but it was 
practically another case of the back* 
draft. Several firemen were maimed 
and injured in this case.

At the end of his three 
years he re-enlisted, and was so valu­ 
able during the last year of the war 
that he was given promotion from time 
to time until he became first sergeant, 
and was about to be recommended for 
a commission when Appomattox came.” 
“ Did you ever see a man shot for 
desertion?’’ 


“ Yes, several of them. 
The first 
one was a man of our brigade. He de­ 
serted while we were near Fredericks­ 
burg and joined the confederate army. 
A few weeks before we started for 
Gettysburg 
a confederate 
deserter 
reached the lines of another brigade 
and was i)lacecl under guard. 
A sol­ 
dier of our brigade passing that way 
saw the confederate and was surprised 
to find that he was the man who had 
deserted from his 
company a few 
weeks before. 
Found guilty, he was 
sentenced to be shot. The day upon 
which he was to die we were on the 
way to Pennsylvania to help fight the 
great deciding battle. 
The deserter 
was placed in an ambulance, by his 
coffin, that morning. 
At noon, after 
hard tack, pork and coffee, the brig­ 
ade formed three lines of a square, 
when the deserter was marched from 
right to left of the line and seated 
upon the coffin. 
Twelve men were 
marched two or three rods from him. 
The 
officer 
gave 
the 
command: 
“ Ready, aim, fire I” 
The criminal fell 
back on his coffin, pierced by five or 
six bullets. 
The burial followed im­ 
mediately, without service, and the 
brigade pulled out, the band playing 
a quickstep. 


“ After the battle of Gettysburg, 
and when the Fifth Corps was camped 
near the Rappahannock River in Sep­ 
tember, 
the 
whole 
command 
was 
formed on three sides of a square, the 
customary formation, and witnessed 
the shooting of five deserters. 
All of 
them were the class known as bounty 
jumpers. 
They had deserted several 
times; one of them five times. 
They 
were New Yorkers. A desperate eflort 
liad been made to save their lives. 
Several committees from the great 
city had waited upon President Lin­ 
coln and jjleadedfor them. 
The wives 
and children of two of them visited 
the President, but Mr. Lincoln could 
not be moved. He had overlooked the 
offense in hundreds of instances, but 
the time had come when the discipline 
of ,the army demanded the severest 
punishment of soldiers found guilty of 
that crime. 
Secretary Stanton, for a 
year before Mr. Lincoln had refused 
to so punish deserters, had pleaded 
with him to let the law have its way. 
Mr. Stanton had told the President 
many a time that his soft heart was 
spoiling the army and endangering the 
life of the Nation, but Mr. Lincoln 
paid little heed until 1863. 


MIn some portions of the army it was 
the custom to hang deserters, but in 
most instances they were shot, and in 
the presence of their respective com­ 
mands, as described. 
The effect was 
magical. 
Desertions were little heard 
of for the next few months. 


“ I believe that a majority of the de­ 
sertions of men who went into the army 
from patriotic motives resulted from 
what the men regarded as impositions 
upon them by officers, from corporals 
to generals—officers unfit to be placed 
over sensible and sensitive volunteers, 


laughed. —Crawford.

Explosions in Warehouses. 


Mr. Charles T. Hill writes for St. 
Nicholas an article on “ The Perils of 
a Fireman’s Life.” 
After speaking of 
the “ back-draft,” that is responsible 
for many deaths among firemen, Mr. 
Hill says: 


Another kind of back-draft that is 
greatly dreaded takes the form of an 
explosion, and is usually met with in 
fires in storage-houses and large ware­ 
houses that have been closed up tight 
for some time. 
A fire breaks out in 
such a building, and, as a rule, has 
been smoldering for some time before 
it is discovered. 
The firemen are 
summoned, and raising a ladder, they 
pry open an iron shutter or break in a 
door to get at the fire. The combustion 
going on within the 
building has 
generated a gas; and the moment the 
air gets to this, through the breaking 
open of the door or window, the mix­ 
ture ignites. 
An explosion follows, 
and a portion or the whole of the front 
of the building is blown out. 
Several 
accidents of this kind have occurred 
in New York—one in a storage-ware- 
house in West Thirty-ninth street a 
few years ago, when the whole front 
was blown out, hurling the firemen 
from the ladders, and severely injur­ 
ing^ large number. 
Another accident 
of the same nature ocourred shortly 
after this, in a large wholesale flour- 
warehouse down town. 
In this case 
it was supposed that particles of flour 
in the air inside the warehouse be­ 
came ignited and exploded; but it was 
practically another case of the back- 
draft. 
Several firemen were maimed 
and injured in this case. 


lig h tin g Fires in Winter Weather, 
To stand upon the peak of a ladder 
at perhaps the third or fourth story of 
a building, directing the stream of 
water at the blazing interior, while the 
thermometer is at about its lowest 
point, is not a comfortable task. 
Per­ 
haps another stream is playing over 
your head, and you stand in an icy 
spray. 
Icicles hang from every point 
jjoint of your fire hat, and the rubber 
coat is frozen to your back; and the 
water that is falling about you freezes 
as fast as it falls. 
Every movement 
upon the ladder is frought with dan­ 
ger, for it is so encrusted with ice that 
it is almost impossible to get a solid 
foothold, and a misstep would hurl you 
to the ground, forty feet below.—St,

The Indian Baby. 


An article on “ Home Life Among 
the Indians” is contributed to the 
Century by Mrs. Alice C. Fletcher. 
Mrs. Fletcher says: 
In the Indian 
household, as in our own, children 
bear an important part. 
The baby is 
the constant companion of its mother; 
not that other members of the family 
do not share in the care of it, but the 
little one is kept closely under the ma­ 
ternal eye. 
Soon after birth it is laid 
in its own bed, which is often pro­ 
fusely ornamented, and is always j>or- 
table. 
A board about a foot wide and 
three feet long is covered with a feath­ 
er pillow or with layers of soft skins. 
Upon these the baby is fastened by 
broad bands of skin, flannel, or calico. 
When asleep the child’s arms are 
bound under cover, but they are re­ 
leased when it awakes.

A Trip on the Pacific.— 


Some Big Fish. 


LETTER VI. 


MARTINEZ, Cal., July 22,1897. 


Mu. EDITOR:—At 10:40 our party, 


minus the Rev. 8. A. Diehl and wife, 
toofc train No. 19 for Los Angeles, 482 
miles south of San Francisco. We re- 
mained hero, only a few hours. This 
side trip took us through the beautiful 
and fertile valleys of San Joaquin, San 
Fernando, San Pedro, the Antelope 
and Sati Gabriel. While passing along 
the Pacific coast valleys, as above named, 
we fully realized the rich producing qual- 
ities of southern California soil. Peach 
and apricot orchards, orange and lemon 
f 


roves, olive groves, vineyards, wheat 
elds, &c., were passed in quick succes- 
sion. To our left for nearly the entire 
distance, majestic mountain ranges rear- 
ed their bold and rugged sides to the 
view of the enraptured tourist, twenty to 
thirty miles away, while to the right of 
us stretched the fruit bearing forests of 
the Golden State. 


Los Angeles has a population of 100,- 


000. 
The business portion of the city is 


substantially built and will compare fav- 
orably with our eastern cities of like size. 
The private residences are fine and home 
like. 
Many of them are surrounded 


with large, fine lawns. These beautiful 
yards are usually ornamented with trop- 
ical plants, such as the palm, cactus and 
rose bushes. It is a common sight to 
see palm trees 15 to 18 feet in height, 
rose bushes 10 to 15, fuchsias anywhere 
from 10 to 20, and geraniums fully 20 
feet in height. 
With these beautiful 


plants in full bloom, these lawns present 
a most pleasing aspect. I was somewhat 
surprised to learn that Los Angeles and 
nearby territory was rich in oil wells— 
I repeat, Los Angeles, for hundreds of 
wells are being worked within the city 
limits. This source of wealth has prov- 
en a boon to the city. 


At Los Angeles we took an electric 


<car for Pasadena—12 miles further south. 
This compact little city of 12,000 sober 
^citizens pleased me more than any other 
town of its size I ever visited. We re- 
mained while here with the Monforts, 
who formerly lived near Gettysburg. 
To say that we were well received by 
this whole-souled family, would be put- 
ting it mildly. Much—very much—bet- 
ter to say we were right royally enter- 
tained by them. 


On Saturday we went by train to San 
Pedro, via Los Angeles, and here board- 
«d a steamer for Catalina Island, in the 
Pacific. This island is 27 miles in leugth 
and from 4 to nine miles in width. It is 
•a popular summer resort, and a famous 
fishing ground. 
Our friend, Charlie 


Monfort, with the aid of a companion, 
caught with line in three hours, 1745 
pounds of fish—28 fish all told—the 
heaviest weighing 420 pounds. I have, 
by the way, a photograph of the catch 
now in my possession. 


The trip was one of 54 miles, and am 


glad to say none of our party were in- 


. capacitated to take in and appreciate the 


grandeur of the ocean. It was amusing 
and yet our sympathies were aroused to 
see many less fortunate ones pay tribute 
to Neptune. We returned to Pasadena 
in time to feast at the well-furnished ta- 
ble of our friends at 7.30. 


In my next and last letter, I shall try 


and give my readers a faint idea of the 
beauties of Pasadena; the out-lying 
country, including Lucky Baldwin's Es- 
tate; the old San Gabriel Mission, and 
the trip homeward through New Mexico, 
Arizona, Texas, &c., back to good old 
Oxford.

M a rtin ez, Cal., July 22,1897. 


Mu. E d ito r :—At 10:40 our party, 
minus tlic Rev. S. A. Diehl and wife, 
toot train No. 19 for Los Angeles, 482 
miles south of San Francisco. 
We re­ 
mained here only a few hours. 
This 
side trip took us through the beautiful 
and fertile valleys of San Joaquin, San 
Fernando, 
San 
Pedro, the Antelope 
and San Gabriel. While passing along 
the Pacific coast valleys, as above named, 
we fully realized the rich producing qual­ 
ities of southern California soil. Peach 
and apricot orchards, orange and lemon 
groves, olive groves, vineyards, wheat 
fields, &c., wore passed in quick succes­

To our left for nearly the entire 
distance, majestic mountain ranges rear­ 
ed their bold and rugged sides to the 
view of the enraptured tourist, twenty to 
thirty miles away, while to the right of 
us stretched the fruit bearing forests of 
the Golden State. 


Los Angeles has a population of 100,- 
000. The business portion of the citv is 
substantially built and will compare fav­ 
orably with our eastern cities of like size. 
The private residences are fine and home 
like. 
Many of them are surrounded 
with large, fine lawns. 
These beautiful 
yards arc usually ornamented with trop­ 
ical plants, such as the palm, cactus and 
rose bushes. 
It is a common sight to 
see palm trees 15 to 18 feet in height, 
rose bushes 10 to 15, fuchsias anywhere 
from 10 to 20, and geraniums fully 20 
feet in height.

The trip was one of 54 miles, and am 
glad to say none of our party were in­ 
capacitated to take in and appreciate the 
grandeur of the ocean.

ies. 
The lock on the horse stable had 
been hammered down, so that it could 
not be opened to get at the horses, 
The 
fire was extinguished just in the nick of 
time, for in barely a minute more it 
would have reached the hay mow, when 
nothing could have prevented a destruc­ 
tive fire.

Five doctors were attending the 
the injured man, but he became uncon­ 
scious about 10 o’clock in which condi­ 
tion he remained until his death, at 5*30 
on Wednesday morning. 


The visible injuries which he suffered 
arc several bruises on the forehead and a 
contused wound on the back of the head, 
causing compression of the brain and his 
death. 


D r. Sprenkle was 39 years of age, and 
graduated from the Jefferson Medical 
College, Phila., in 1884, since when he 
has been practicing his profession in 
Hanover, and had a large practice at the 
time of his death.

When 
cooking large* joints it is well to have 
them slightly underdone, us the meat 
in this condition makes better stews or 
hashes when used for Hiu-li purposes 
the second day. Freshly killed meat 
will take longer to boil than that which 
has been hung, aud in cold weather it 
boils slower than in summer.

For a good whitewash for your bed 


room ceiling put a piece of lime Aveigh 
ing about nve pounds in a granite pan 
or bucket; pour on it a gallon of water, 
allow it to boil and slack until the 
steaming is over; take from this two 
quarts of the liquid lime, put it in a 
wooden or granite bucket, aud add suf- 
ficient water to make it rather thin. 
Add a sinull amount of pure indigo, 
sufficient to give it the proper color; 
add a teaspoonl'ul of salt and half a 
teaspoonful of lampblack, stir well. 
This will give you a perfectly white 
ceiling; if you wish it colored add one 
of the coloriugi which you may pur- 
chase at any druggist's, stating that it 
is to be used with lime.—Ladies' Home 
Journal. 


To Avoid Disagreeable Cooking: Odors. 


Excepting onions, there is no more 


disagreeable odor that permeates a 
house than that of cabbage cooking. 
There are other vegetables that make 
almost as bad an odor, and some 
families eschew the whole lot rather 
than endure the scent. 
An old cook 


says that you can have cabbage and 
carrots, codfish and boiled corned 
beef and never know any of them are 
in the house if you just follow her 
directions. Put over the fire a pint of 
good vinegar, and when it boils up 
tumble two tablespoonfuls of sugar in 
it. 
Then set the can on the back of 


the stove, and let the vinegar simmer 
as long 
as you are cooking 
the 


vegetables, and never a bit of odor 
can be detected. 
When the vinegar 


boils low, put in water and let it 
simmer. 
It must be boiling well be- 


fore you put the cabbage on to cook. 


Fashion Notes. 


Bodices in general are round and 


belted, much as they have been all 
winter, and the belt is sometimes very 
wide, beginning just below the bust. 


Very short jackets are the rule among 


the cloth tailor gowns. The revers 
are narrow and the sleeves very small, 
with very little fullness at the top.

Some few are made to 
be arranged in that fashion, but more 
give the appearance of resting on one 
side. In truth, the hat itself is quite 
straight, and the tilted effect is due to 
the shape aud manner of trimming. 


An elaborate tailor-made costume is 


interesting. The material, a fade blue 
cloth, opens in front over a narrow 
panel of dark blue velvet, the cloth 
being laid in a deep fold on each side 
of the panel. The bodice has a short, 
fitted double-breasted jacket of the 
cloth, with revers faced with velvet.

Preparing and Cooking: Veget 
"Although it is well known that the 


American markets give an abundance 
of vegetables, it is regretted that there 
is no country where they are so little 
appreciated," writes Mrs. S. T. Eorer 
in the Ladies' Home Journal. 
"To 


this omission niay be traced much dis- 
comfort among the poorer 
classes. 


The leguminous seed, peas, beans and 
lentils, yield almost double the amount 
of musck-fimkrng food to be found in 
beef. 
One pound of beans costing 


five cents will give a food value equal 
to two pounds of beef at fifty cents, 
an item of economy worthy of thought. 
I am in this considering old peas and 
beans; those green or unripe contain a 
larger amount of water and more sugar, 
and less albuminous matter, but on 
the other hand they are more easily 
digested. 


"All concentrated vegetable foods 


require long, slow, cooking to render 
them suitable for use. A little bak- 
ing soda added to the water in which 
old peas and beans are cooked re- 
moves the strong flavor, making them 
much more delicate. 
All vegetables 


should be washed well in cold water. 
Green vegetables, such as spinach, 
cauliflower, cabbage, Brussels sprouts, 
cucumbers, kale, onions, leeks, aspara- 
gus, turnip tops, beet tops, Swiss 
chard, young peas and string beans, 
should be cooked in boiling salted 
water, and boiled slowly until tender, 


Poultry lu Orchards. 


Mr. Tegetmeier, the famous English 


authority on poultry, in commenting 
on a report of the Rhode Island Ex- 
periment Station regarding the value 
of fowls to orchards, says: 


"For many years I have advocated 


the introduction of poultry into apple 
orchards, maintaining that they do 
good service, two very distinct modes 
—first, by manuring the ground, and, 
secondly, by the destruction of in- 
sects and grubs that hibernate in the 
soil. 


"The apple maggot appears to be 


extending in America, attacking the 
favorite Baldwin, which is so well 
known as being imported largely into 
this couutiy, and rendering it entirely 
unfit for use, but the spraying the 
trees with Bordeaux mixture and Paris 
green has appeared to prevent all ser- 
ious attacks of this insect. 
In the 


mature state this insect is a fly, which 
deposits its eggs in the pulp of the 
apple beneath the skin. The young 
maggots grow within the fruit, which 
they render worthless, and when ma- 
ture emerge from the apple and go 
into the ground, lying in the pupa state 
beneath the sitrface soil among the 
grass roots. Samples of the earth, six 
inches square, were taken, and the 
number of maggots under the trees 
varied according to the size, from 1,- 
600 to more than 12,000 under each 
tree, the pupa; somewhat resembling 
kernels of wheat. 


"Now 
conies the point which was 


particularly interesting to me. The 
experiment was tried as to whether 
poultry, if confined to a small ruuge 
and encouraged to scratch, would de- 
stroy the pupre. A large movable 
wire fence was placed about a tree 
whose fruit had been destroyed by in- 
sects. 
One side of the fence was 


raised, and about fifty hens were called 
into the inclosure. The fence was let 
down and they were confined to the 
space around the tree. As soon as 
they had eaten the corn they natur- 
ally began to scratch for the pup ft?, 
and in the course of three or four days 
it was found that the latter had disap- 
peared. As these insects remain in 
the pupaee state from the fall ,,df the 
apple to the following spring, when 
they appear, it may be expected that 
next year the number of flies breeding 
the apple maggot will be greatly di- 
minished in the localities where the 
plan is followed. 


"From personal experience, extend- 


ing over many years, I can speak posi- 
tively of the advantages of allowing 
fowls and chickens a free range in apple 
orchards. They not only manure the 
soil and destroy all insects harboring 
in it, but they find, for some weeks, at 
least, a considerable proportion of their 
own food—the windfalls, which they 
devour greedily, Avith any grubs they 
may contain. 


"The raising of poultry for sale may 


be much more advantageously carried 
on where the land is made to produce 
two crops—namely, apples and eggs— 
than where only one is gathered.''

Warmed Rolls—If rolls are dry, put 


in steamer until heated through; then 
in oven to crisp the crust a little. Or 
if you have two pans that fit closely, 
dip the rolls in cold water and lay be- 
tween the pans in hot oven. 


Cheese Salad—Dissolve a tablespoon- 


ful of gelatine in h»If a cup of water; 
add a cupful of whipped cream, mix 
thoroughly, add four tablespoonfuls of 
dry and rich grated cheese, a very 
small pinch each of salt, red pepper 
and mustard. 
Let it stand until cold 


and hard. Serve in spoonfuls on crisp 
lettuce, covered with a very little 
French dressing. 


Scalloped Asparagus—Boil a bunch 


of asparagus twelve minutes. 
Then 


put it into a baking dish and moisten 
with a half cup of the water in which 
it was boiled. Grate a half-cupful of 
Parmesan cheese over it, aud season 
with a teaspoonful of salt and half a 
teaspoonful of pepper. 
Over the top 


sprinkle a tablespoonfnl of fresh bread 
crntnbs, with a tablespoonfnl of butter 
c«t in pieces. 
Bake in a moderate 


oven for fifteen minutes. 


Sauce Hollandaise—Put two heap- 


ing tablespoonfuls of nice, sweet but- 
ter into a frying-pan: when melted add 
two tablespoonfuls of flour, stirring 
until smooth. 
Add two teacupfuls of 


cold water, and stir steadily until it 
thickens; add a teaspoonful of salt, a 
saltspoonful of white pepper and an- 
other tablespoonful of butter, cut into 
bits. Stir until the butter is melted, 
take it from the fire and add the yolks 
of two eggs (use those left from the 
strawberry foam), beaten with the 
juice of half * lemon and a teaspooafol 
of onion jnice, stirring steadily. 


of grass, both as meadow and pasture, 
it was strongly urged that the entire 
corn crop be saved in order that there 
might be a better supply of forage on 
the farm. It was insisted that it was 
unwise to grow a crop and allow half 
of it to go to waste for the want of 
additional labor necessary to save it in 
good [feeding condition, and a large 
number of farmers in the West became 
persuaded that the stover was worth 
looking after, with a result that a great 
deal more fodder is now shocked aud 
cured than was the case only a few 
years ago. 
Many objected then how- 


ever, some because of the amount of 
work involved,and others because they 
believe that to cut aud shock corn 
caused a loss iu the grain crop which 
went far to negative the advantage 
gained from saving the fodder. 
There 


was at that time little if any accurate 
experiment directly bearing on the 
question, and the discussion of the 
subject was based principally upon 
analogies on some experiments in re- 
lation to cutting corn an different sea- 
sons, aud the argument was inconclu- 
sive. 


There is now, however, more prac- 


tical data to po on. The Ohio experi- 
ment station has just issued bulletin 
No. 78. in which the results of a four 
years test of the precise question are 
given. In 18S9 a field, quite uniform 
in stand, was divided into three parts. 
One part was cut and shocked in the 
usual way; the second wa* topped, 
while the third remained undisturbed 
to mature on the stalks. That left 
standing produced 80 bushels to the 
acre; the topped corn 75.9 bushels, 
and the shocked corn 65.1 bushels. 
This indicated a considerable loss in 
shocking. But a repetition of the test 
the next year reversed these results, 


and the corn left standing produced 
64.5 bushels per acre; the topped corn 
63.3 bushels, and the shocked corn 
72.6 bushels. Three tests on farms in 
different parts of the State under the 
direction of the station gave varying 
results, two of them favoring the 
standing corn and one the shocked 
com. 
The conflicting results made 


further investigation necessary, and 
four varieties, no two ripening at the 
same time, were sent to ten different 
farmers with instructions as to hov 
to conduct the test. 
Counting each 


variety as a separate test, fourteen 
gave best yield when shocked, and 
sixteen yielded more largely when 
matured on the standing stalks. The 
average for four seasons, however, was 
55.20 bushels from shocked corn and 
54.45 bushels from that left standing.

sons for the variations, a careful study 
of the details of all the trials leads to 
the conclusion that where corn is suf- 
ficiently matured at the time of cut- 
ting, the differences in yield of grain 
per acre between that cut and that left 
standing is very slight; if not suffi- 
ciently matured at cutting time, unless 
it is very green, more sound corn will 
be secured by cutting and shocking 
than by allowing the corn to stand on 
the stalk and take the chances.

P r e p a rin g an d Cooking; Vegefc

jtfr. Tegetmeier, the famous English 
authority 011 poultry, in commenting 
on a report of the llhode Island Ex­ 
periment Station regarding the value 
of fowls to orchards, says: 


“ For many years I have advocated 
the introduction of poultry into apple 
orchards, maintaining that they do 
good service, two very distinct inodes 
—first, by manuring the ground, and, 
secondly, by the destruction of in­ 
sects and grubs that hibernate in the 
soil. 


“The apple maggot appears to be 
extending in America, attacking the 
favorite Baldwin, which is so well 
known as being imported largely into 
this country, and rendering it entirely 
unfit for use, but the spraying the 
trees with Bordeaux mixture and Paris 
green has appeared to prevent all ser­ 
ious attacks of this insect. 
In the 
mature state this iilsect is a fly, which 
deposits its eggs in the pulp of the 
apple beneath the skin. 
The young 
maggots grow within the fruit, which 
they render worthless, and when ma­ 
ture emerge from the apple and go 
into the ground, lying in the pupa state 
beneath the surface soil among the 
grass roots. 
Samples of the earth, six 
inches square, were taken, and the 
number of maggots under the trees 
varied according to the size, from 1,- 
000 to more than 12,000 under each 
tree, the pupte somewhat resembling 
kernels of wheat.

A Oiroular Wliioh Gives General 


Information Concerning It,

has prepared a circular concerning th( 
Klondike district. 
The circular Is full 
of Information, and Is In part as fol- 
lows: 


"There 
are 
two established 
rontej 
into the Klondike country. One is via 
the ocean to St. Mlchaers, thence vio 
steamer up the Yukon to Dawson City 
The mouth of the Yukon river Is G( 
miles from SL Mlchaere» and the dis- 
tance from St. Michael's to Klondike 
is 2.nco mlics. 
The facilities 
on 
the 
Yukon 
consist 
of 
two 
stern-wheel 
steamers bolonplns to the Alaska Com- 
marclal ccwnpany, and the steamers P. 
C. Weare, J. J. Healy, of the Nortii 
American Transportation and Trading 
company, and a third boat, the C. H. 
Hamilton, of the latter company, which 
is expected to be ready in a couple oi 
weeks. The Yukon Is shallow in places 
and It is lmpra(»tloable to operate any 
pteamers havintr a draugrht of 
more 
than 
feet, 


"The other route, and the ono which 
win be principally 
traveled. Is from 
Dyea, over the trail via Chllcoot Posp 
to Lake LInderman, thence through the 
chain of lakes which you will see on 
any Alaska m a p into Lewis river and 
down the Yukon to the Klondike. 
The 
route via Dyea Is 
by steamer from 
Seattle running direct to Dyea. where 
they pack over Chllcoot to Lake Lin- 
derman, at which place they build boats 
usually 22 to 24 feet lonff and 
to 5 
feet wide, which are taken through the 
lakes, while the provisions have to be 
packed over two short portages, 
one 
one tifid a half miles and one of about 
three-quarters of a mile, while the boat 
1b taken through the small 
streams. 
The distance from Seattle to Janeau 
is 399 miles, J u n e a u to Dyea 96 miles, 
and Dyea to Dawson City 604 miles. 


"The gold streak is anywhere from 
eight to thirty feet from the surface, 
and la reached by sinking a s h a f t from 
two to three feet wide and six feet long 
down to the pay stn-eak. 
Sinking this 
ehaft and working the pay streak are 
made flimcult froin the fact that from 
the surface to the deepest depth that 
has yet been reached the ground 
is 
perpetually frozen and a process of fir- 
ing in order to thaw out the ground Is 
employed. 
A brush and wood fire is 
built in the bottom of the shaft, which, 
burning all night, t h a w s out the ground 
from eight 
to 
fourteen inches. 
The 
gravel is shoveled out during the day, 
and the operation Is repeated until the 
desired depth is reached. 
The average 
progress in tlie shaft is from eight to 
fourteen inches per day. 
When 
the 
pay streak is reached they drift under 
the ground, which does not have to be 
supported by timbers on account of its 
being pej-petually frozen. 
The fire, in 
thawing out the pay streak, generates . 
a very obnoxious gas, which, a f t e r the 
fire has burned out, must be expelled 
before work can be done. 
This is ac- 
complished by the use of bellows, f a n s 
and other devices, 


"The value of the pay streak varies 
from as high as a few cents per pan to 
as high as $515, as one miner took out 
a little over $1.(K)0 in gold from two 
pans, and a miners' pan contains two 
shovelfuls of dirt, so you can realize 
the richness of some of this ground. 
Tho gold Is coarse, very little 
flour 
gold exists, and it runs largely to nug- 
gets. 
The value of the gold is about 
per ounce, $200 per pound. 
Th« 
summers are short and winters 
long 
and weather severe, the 
thermometer 
registering as low as 70 degrees below 
zero. 
There is very little wind, how- 
ever, 
and 
Buch 
low 
temperature 
is 
somewhat unusual. 
The great plague» 
in that section during tho summer are 
the 
mosquitoes 
and 
gnats, 
which 
sv/arm in great numbers and are ex- 
CKtidlngiy 
vicious, 
compelling 
people 
who are at 
all susceptible to 
Insect 
poisoning, and in fact nearly every one, 
to wear nets to protect their faces and 
gloves to protect their hands. 


"It is estimated that there will be no 
less than 5u,000 people, exclusive of ex- 
cursionists, 
gonig 
into 
Alaska 
next 
pprintf or the early summer. 
The time 
required in making the inland trip is 
as fijllows: 
Seattle to Dyea, 
five 
to 
sfven days; Dyea across Chilkoot P a s s 
tu Lake Linderman, ten days; 
to con- 
struct a boat a t Lake Linderman, and 
make the trip via the lakes and rivers 
to Dawson City, requires about 24 days.

bartender 
compelled them to go outside. 
On the 
porch pne of the strikers called Cum- 
mlngs a vile name. 
Cummlngs drew 
a revolver. 
This w a s a signal for the 
other men to draw weapons. 
A num- 
ber of shots were fired and three of the 
men fell. 
Cummlngs was picked 
up 
and carried into the hotel, where he 
died in five minutes. 
The p o u n d s of 
DolfC and E v a n s were about^the legs. 
Both will probably recover. One of the 
strikers had to be helped away from 
the scene by his companions.

Under Victoria the new terri- 
tory acquired alone is one-sixth larger 
than all Europe. 
To-day 
victoria 
rules .over 
402,514,000 peoi}le,

twenty-seven per cent, of the i^opula- 
tion of the globe. 
Her Empire ex- 
tends over 11,399,316 square miles, 
covering twenty-one per cent, of the 
land of the world. 
The United States, 
at the time of Victoria's coronation,

The third one was cap- 
tured and brought back at the end of 
seven months. 
He had escaped tha-ee 
great battles in that time. This count- 
ed against him. 
He was found guilty 
and sentenced to be shot.

colonel, aided by other officers, made 
a gallant fight for the man's life and 
saved him. I never saw a more grate- 
ful person. 
At the end of his three 
years he re-enlisted, and was so valu- 
able during the last year of the war 
that he was given in'omotion from time 
to time until he became first sergeant, 
and was about to be recommended for 
a commission when Appomattox came." 


''Did you ever see a man shot for 
desertion?" 


"Yes, several of them. The first 
one was a man of our brigade. He de- 
serted while we were near Fredericks- 
burg and joined the confederate army. 
A few weeks before we started for 
Gettysburg a confederate 
deserter 
reached the lines of another brigade 
and was placed under guard. A sol- 
dier of our brigade passing that way 
saw the confederate and was surprisecl 
to find that he was the man who had 
deserted from his company a few 
weeks before. 
Found guilty, he Avas 
sentenced to be shot. The day upon 
which he was to die we were on the 
way to IJennsylvania to help fight the 
great deciding battle. 
The deserter 
was placed in an ambulance, by his 
coffin, that morning. 
At noon, after 
hard tack, pork and coffee, the brig- 
ade formed three lines of a square, 
when the deserter was marched from 
right to left of the line and seated 
upon the coffin. 
Twelve men were 
marched two or three rods from him. 
The 
officer gave 
the command; 
"Ready, aim, firel" The criminal fell 
back on his coffin, pierced by five or 
six bullets. 
Tho burial followed im- 
mediately, without service, and the 
brigade pulled out, the band playing 
ft quickstep. 


"After the battle of Gettysburg, 
and when the Fifth Corps was camped 
near the Rappahannock River in Sep- 
tember, the whole 
command was 
formed on three sides of a square, the 
customai'y formation, and witnessed 
the shooting of five deserters. 
All of 
them Avere the class known as bounty 
jumpers. 
They had deserted several 
times; one of them five times. 
They 
were New Yorkers. A desperate eflbrt 
had been made to save their 
lives. 
Several committees from the 
great 
city had waited upon President Lin- 
coln and pleaded for them. 
The wives 
and children of two of them visited 
the President, but Mr. Lincoln could 
not be moved. He had overlooked the 
offense in hundreds of instances, but 
the time had come when the discipline 
of ,the army demanded the severest 
l>unishment of soldiers found guilty of 
that crime. 
Secretary Stanton, for a 
year before Mr. Lincoln had refused 
to so punish deserters, had pleaded 
with him to let the laAv have its way. 
Mr. Stanton had told the President 
many a time that his soft heart was 
spoiling tho army and endangering the 
life of the Nation, but Mr. Lincoln 
paid little heed until 18G3. 


"In some portions of the army it was 
the custom to hang deserters, but in 
most instances they were shot, and in 
the presence of their respective com- 
mands, as described. 
The effect was 
magical. 
Desertions were little heard 
of for the next few months. 


" I believe that a majority of the de- 
sertions of men who went into the army 
from patriotic motives resulted from 
what the men regarded as impositions 
upon them by officers, from corporals 
to generals—officers unfit to be placed 
i>rer sensible and sensitive voluutet^rs, 


laughed. —Crawford.

Kxplosions in WareliouBes. 


Mr. Charles T. Hill writes for St. 
Nicholas an article on "The Perils of 
a Firemau's Life." 
After speaking of 
the ''back-draft," that is responsible 
for many deaths among firemen, Mr, 
Hill says: 


Another kind of back-draft that is 
greatly dreaded takes the form of an 
explosion, and is usually met -vvith in 
fires in storage-houses and large ware- 
houses that have been closed up tight 
for some time. 
A fire breaks out in 
such a building, and, as a rule, has 
been smoldering for some time before 
it is discovered. The firemen are 
summoned, and raising a ladder, they 
pry open an iron shutter or break in a 
door to get at the fire. The combustion 
going on within the building has 
generated a gas; and the moment the 
air gets to this, through the breaking 
open of the door or window, the mix- 
ture ignites. An explosion follows, 
and a portion or the whole of the front 
of the building is blown out. 
Several 
accidents of this kind have occurred 
in New York—one in a storage-ware- 
house in West Thirty-ninth street a 
few yeai'S ago, Avhen the whole front 
was blown out, hurling the 
firemen 
from the ladders, and severely injur- 
ing^a large number. 
Another accident 
of the same nature occurred shortly 
after this, in a large M'holesale flour- 
warehouse down town. 
In this case 
it was supposed that particles of flour 
in the air inside the warehouse be- 
came ignited and exploded; but it was 
practically another ease of the back- 
draft. 
Several firemen were maimed 
and iujured in this case.

An article on "Home Life Among 
the Indians" is contributed to the 
Century by Mrs. Alice C. Fletcher. 
Mrs. Fletcher says: In the Indian 
household, as in our own, children 
bear an important part. 
The baby is 
the constant companion of its mother; 
not that other members of the family 
do not share in the care of it, but the 
little one is kept closely under the ma- 
ternal eye. 
iSoou after birth it is laid 
in its own bed, which is often pro- 
fusely ornamented, and is always por- 
I table. 
A board about a foot wide and 
three feet long is covered with a feath- 
er pillow or with layers of soft skins. 
Upon these the baby is fastened by 
broad bands of skin, flannel, or calico. 
When 
asleep the child's arms are 
bound under cover, but they are re- 
leased when it awakes. 
A great por- 
tion of the infant's time is spent lying 
uponasoft robe or blanket, Avhere it 
can kick and crow to its heart's con- 
tent. 
If, hoAvever, the mother should 
be so engaged as to be frequently 
called out of the tent, the baby is 
laced upon its board, and hung up 
under a tree, or placed M-here there is 
no danger of falling. 
Should the 
mother have to go any distance from 
home, she will slip the strap of the 
board over her head, and the baby goes 
along, winking at the great world from 
its mother's back. 
Long journeys on 
horses are made by babies snugly 
packed and hung from the horn of the 
mother's saddle.

LETTER VI. 


MAnTTNEZ, Cal., July 23,1897. 
Mn. EDTTOU:—At 10:40 our party, 
minus the "Rev. S. A. Diehl and wife, 
took train No. 19 for Los Angeles, 482 
•miles south of San Francisco. 
We re- 
mained here only a few hours. 
This 
side trip took us through the beautiful 
and fertile valleys of San Joaquin, San 
Fernando, 
Sau 
Pedro, the Antelope 
and San Gabriel "While passing along 
the Pacific coast valleys, as above named, 
we fully realized the rich producing qual- 
ities of southern California soil, 
Pcach 
und apricot orchards, orange and lemon 
f 
roves, olive groves, vineyards, wheat 
elds, &c., wore passed in quick succes- 
sion- 
To our left for nearly the entire 
distance, majestic mountain ranges rear- 
ed their bold and rugged sides to the 
view of the enraptured tourist, twenty to 
thirty miles away, While to the right of 
us stretched the fruit bearing forests of 
the Golden State. 


Los Angeles has a population of 100,- 
000. The business portion of the city is 
substantially built and will compare fav- 
orably with our eastern cities of like size. 
The private residences are fine and home 
like. 
Many of them arc surrounded 
with large, tine lawns. 
These beautiful 
yards arc usually ornamented with trop- 
ical plants, such as the palm, cactus and 
Tosc bushes. 
It is a common sight to 
see palm trees 15 to 18 feet in height, 
rose bushes 10 to 15, fuchsias anywhere 
from 10 to 20. and praniums fully 20 
feet in height. 
With these beautiful 
plants in full bloom, these lawns present 
most pleasing aspect. I was somewhat 
surprised to learn that Los Angeles and 
nearby territory was rich in oil wells— 
I repeat, Los Angeles, for hundreds of 
wells are being worked within the city 
limits. 
This source of wealth has prov- 
en a boon to the city. 


At Los Angeles we took an electric 
car for Pasadena—12 miles further south. 
This compact little city of 12,000 sober 
tjitizens pleased me more than any other 
town of its size I ever visited. We re- 
mained while here with the Monforts, 
who formerly lived near Gettysburg. 
To say that we were well received by 
this whole-souled family, would be put- 
ting it mildly. 
Much—very mucli—bet- 
ter to say we were right royally enter- 
tained by them. 


On Saturday we went by train to Sau 
Pedro, via Los Angeles, and here board- 
ed a steamer for Catalina Island, in the 
Pacific. This island is 27 miles in length 
iind froiu i to nine miles in width. It is 
•a popular summer resort, and a famous 
fishing ground. 
Our friend, Charlie 
Monfort, with the aid of a companion, 
caught with line in three hours, 1745 
pounds of fish—28 fish all told—the 
heaviest weighing 420 pounds.

Tf meat or poultry remains in Avator 
ifter it ha« heeii sufficiently cooked it 
i)ecomes sodden and ilavorlpss. When 
cooking lariie joints it is Avell to have 
them slightly underdone, as the meat 
in this coiulition makes better steAvs or 
hashes Avhen used for such purposes 
the second day. 
Freshly killed meat 
will take longer to boil than that Avhich 
has been hung, and in cold Aveather it 
boils sloAver than in summer. 


To Hlftki» H Good "AA'hUowasli. 


For a good AvhiteAvash for your bed 
room ceilinp: put a piece of lime Aveigh 
ing abo\it live pounds in a granite pan 
or bucket; pour on it a gallon of Avater, 
allow it to boil and slack until 
tbo 
s t e a m i n g is oA'or; take from this tAvo 
quarts of the liquid lime, put it in a 
Avooden or granite bucket, and add suf- 
ficient Avater to make it rather thin. 
Add a small amount of pure indigo, 
sufficient to give it the proper color; 
add a teaspoonl'ul of salt and half a 
teaspoonful of lampblack, stir

To Avoid Disasreeablo Cooking: Odovf*. 


Excepting onions, there is no more 
disagreeable odor that permeates a 
house than that of cabbage cooking. 
There are other vegetables that make 
almost as bad an odor, and 
some 
families escheAV the Avhole lot rather 
than endure the scent. 
An old cook 
says that you can have cabbage and 
carrots, codfish and 
boiled 
corned 
beef and never knoAV any of them are 
in the house if you just follow her 
directions. 
Pat over the fire a pint of 
good A'-iuegar, and Avhen it boils ui> 
tumble tAvo tablespoonfuls of sugar in 
it. 
Then set the can on the back of 
the stOA^e, and let the vinegar simmer 
as long 
as you 
are 
cooking 
the 
vegetables, and never a bit of odor 
can be detected. 
When the vinegar 
boils loAV, put in Avater and let it 
simmer. 
It must be boiling Avell be- 
fore you put the cabbage on to cook. 


Vrepavinff aiul Cooklnjc Veget 
"Although it is Avell knoAvn that the 
American markets give an abundance 
of vegetables, it is regretted that there 
is no country Avhere they are so little 
appreciated,**' Avrites Mrs. S. T. Borer 
in the Ladies' Home Journal. 
this omission may be traced much dis- 
comfort among the poorer 
classes. 
The leguminous seed, peas, beans and 
lentils, yield almost double the amount 
of muftck-iimking food to be found in 
beef. 
One pound of beans 
costing 
fiA'e cents Avill give a food A'alue equal 
to tAvo pounds of beef at fifty cents, 
an item of economy Avorthy of thought. 
I am in this considering old peas and 
beans; those green or unripe contain a 
larger amount of Avater and more sugar, 
and less albuminous matter, but on 
the other hand they are more easily 
digested. 


"All concentrated vegetable foods 
require long, SIOAV cooking to render 
them suitable for use, 
A little bak- 
ing soda added to the Avater in which 
old peas and beans are cooked re- 
moves the strong flaA'or, making them 
much more delicate. 
All A'egetables 
should be Avashed Avell in cold Avater, 
Green vegetables, such as sinnach, 
caulitloAver, cabbage, Brussels sprouts, 
cucumbers, kale, onions, leeks, aspara- 
gus, turnip tops, 
beet tops, Swiss 
chard, young peas and string beans, 
should 
be cooked in boiling salted 
water, and boiled sloAvly until tender, 
not a moment longer or the flavor Avill 
be lost." 


Warmed Rolls—If rolls are dry, put 
in steamer until heated through; then 
in oven to crisp the crust a little. 
Or 
if you have tAvo pans that tit closely, 
dip the rolls in cold Avater and lay be- 
tAveen the pans in hot oven. 


Cheese Salad—Dissolve a tablespoon- 
ful of gelatine in half a cup of 
Avater; 
add a cupful of Avhipped cream, mix 
thoroughly, add four tablespoonfuls of 
dry and rich grated cheese, a very 
small pinch each of salt, red pepper 
and mustard. 
Let it stand until cold 
and hard. 
Serve in spoonfuls on crisp 
lettuce, 
covered Avith a very 
little 
French dressing. 


Scalloped Asparagus—Boil a bunch 
of asparagus twelve minutes. 
Then 
put it into a baking dish and moisten 
Avith a half cup of the A\'titer in which 
it Avas boiled. 
Grate a half-cupful of 
Parmesan cheese over it, and season 
Avith a teaspoonful of salt and half 
teaspoonful of pepper. 
Over the top 
sprinkle a tablespoonfiil of fresh bread 
crumbs, with atablespoonful of butter 
cut in pieces. 
Bake in a moderate 
oven fur fifteen minutes. 


Sauce Hollandaise—Put two 
heap- 
ing tablespoonfuls of nice, SAveet but- 
ter into a frying-pan; Avhen melted add 
tAVO tablespoonfuls of flour, stirring 
until smooth. 
Add two teacupfuls of 
cold Avater, and stir steadily until it 
thickens; add a teaspoonful of salt, a 
Baltspoonful of Avhite pepper and an- 
other tablespoonful of butter, cut into 
bits, 
Stir until the butter is melted, 
take it from the fire and add the yolks 
of tAVO egga (nse those left from the 
strawberry foam), beaten with 
the 
juice of half a lemon and a teaspoQuful 
of onion juice, stirring steadily. 


Poultry in Orclinrds. 


Mr. Togetmeier, the famous English 
authority on poultry, in commenting 
on a report of the Rhode Island Ex- 
periment Station regarding the A'alue 
of foAvls to orchards, says: 


'*For many years I have advocated 
the introduction of poultry into apple 
orchards, maintaining that they do 
good service, tAvo A'ery distinct modes 
—first, by manuring tlie ground, and, 
secondly, by the destruction of in- 
sects and grubs that hibernate in the 
soil. 


"The apple maggot appears to be 
extending in America, attacking the 
favorite JBaUhviu, Avhich is so Avell 
knoAvn as being imported largely into 
this country, and rendering it entirely 
unfit for use, but the spraying the 
trees Avith Bordeaux mixture and Paris 
green has appeared to prevent all ser- 
ious attacks of this insect. 
In the 
mature state this iilsect is a fly, Avhich 
deposits its eggs in the pulj) of the 
apple beneath the skin. 
The young 
maggots groAv Avithin the fruit, which 
they render Avorthleas, and Avhen ma- 
ture emerge from the apple and go 
into the ground, lying in the pupa state 
beneath the surface soil among the 
grass roots. 
Samples of the earth, six 
inches square, Avere taken, and the 
number of maggots under the trees 
varied according to the size, from 1,- 
000 to more than 12,000 under each 
tree, the pupa? someAvhat resembling 
kernels of Avheat. 


"Now comes the point AA'hich was 
particularly interesting to me. 
The 
experiment Avas tried as to Avhether 
jDoultry, if confined to a small range 
and encouraged to scratch, AVOUUI de- 
stroy the pupie. 
A large movable 
wire fence Avaa placed about a tree 
Avhose fruit had been destroyed by in- 
sects. 
One side of the fence Avas 
raised, and about fifty hens Avere called 
into the inclosure. 
The fence Avas let 
doAvn and they Avere confined to the 
space around the tree. 
As soon as 
they had eaten the corn they natur- 
ally began to scratch for the pupiv, 
aud in the course of three or four days 
it Avas found that the latter had disap- 
peared. 
As these insects remain in 
the pupiee state from the fall ^f the 
apple to the folIoAving spriug, Avhen 
they api^ear, it may be expected that 
next year the number of flies breeding 
the apple maggot Avill be greatly di- 
minished in the localities Avhere the 
I)lan is folloAved. 


'Trom personal experience, extend- 
ing OA'er many years, I can sj^eak posi- 
tively of the advantages of allowing 
foAvls and chickens a freerange in apple 
orchards. 
They not only manure the 
soil and destroy all insects harboring 
in it, but they find, for some Aveeks, at 
least, a considerable proportion of their 
own food—the Avindfalls, A v h i c h they 
devour greedily, A v i t h any grubs they 
may contain. 


•*The raising of poultry for sale may 
be much more advantageously carried 
on Avhere the land is made to produce 
two crops—namely, apples and eggs— 
than Avhere only oue is gathered." 


Harve^tiii}; Corn. 


Two or three days ago, as a result of 
the dry season aud consequent failure 
of grass, both as meadoAv and pasture, 
it Avas strongly urged that the entire 
corn croi? be saved in order that there 
might be a better sui^ply of forage on 
the farm. 
It Avas insisted that it Avas 
unwise to grow a crop and alloAV half 
of it to go to waste for the Avant of 
additional labor necessary to save it in 
good [feeding condition, aud a large 
number of farmers in the West became 
persuaded that the stover Avas Avorth 
looking after, Avith a result that a great 
deal more fodder is now shocked and 
cured than Avas the case only a few 
years ago. 
Many objected then hoAV- 
ever, some because of the amount of 
Avork involved,and others because they 
believe that to cut and .shock corn 
caused a loss in the grain crop Avhich 
Avent far to negative the advantage 
gained from saA'ing the fodder. 
There 
Avas at that time little if any accurate 
experiment directly 
bearing on the 
question, and the discussion of the 
subject Avas based princiijallj' upon 
analogies on some experiments in re- 
lation to cutting corn an diflerent sea- 
sons, and the argument Avas inconclu- 


SIA'E. 


There is noAV, hoAveA'cr, more prac- 
tical data to go on. 
The Ohio experi- 
ment station has just issued bulletin 
Ho. 78, in Avhich the results of a four 
years test of the precise question are 
given. 
In 
a field, quite uniform 
in stand, Avas diA'ided into three parts. 
One part Avas cut and shocked in the 
usual AYay;the second Avas topped, 
Avhile the third remained undisturbed 
to mature on the stalks. 
That left 
standing in'oduced 80 bushels to the 
acre; the topped corn 75.9 bushels, 
and the shocked corn 05.1 bushels. 
This indicated a considerable loss in 
flhooking. 
But a repetition of the test 
the next year reversed the»e result». 


and the corn lefl standing produced 
0-4.5 bushels per acre; the topped corn 
G5.3 bushels, and the shocked corn 
72. G bushels. 
Three tests on farms in 
diflerent parts of the State under the 
direction of the station gave A'arying 
results, 
two of them faA-oring the 
standing corn and one the 
shocked 
corn. 
The conflicting results made 
further investigation necessary, 
and 
four varieties, no tAvo ripening at the 
same time, Avere sent to ten diff'erent 
farmers Avith instructions as to how 
to conduct the test. 
Counting each 
A'ariety as a separate test, fourteen 
gave best yield 
Avhen shocked^ and 
sixteen 
yielded 
more largely Avhen 
matured on the standing stalks. 
The 
average for four seasons, hoAvever, Avas 
55.20 bushels from shocked corn and 
5-l:.45 bushels from that left standing. 


In attempting to ascertain the rea- 
sons for the variations, a careful study 
of the details of all the trials leads to 
the conclusion that Avhere corn is suf- 
ficiently matured at the time of cut- 
ting, the differences in yield of grain 
per acre betAveeu that cut and that left 
standing is very slight; if not suffi- 
ciently matured at cutting time, unless 
it is very green, more sound corn Avill 
be secured by cutting and shocking 
than by alloAving the corn to stand on 
the sfcalk and take the chances,
